At any rate it is 
good to notice that the old-line men in Japan 
are uneasy at the prospect. 
Japan has been

things without regard to the parliament, and 
the result was a thoroughly reactionary policy

domestically, Japan is getting out of Shantung 
and out of Siberia, albeit reluctantly and slow- 
ly, and the latest development is this reorgani- 
zation of the diplomatic service.

to point to a gradual and conservative shift of 
Japanese policy away from imperialism. Kato 
himself is not a notable democrat—lie is a navy 
cliicer with navy traditions.

be more of a realist, and in ore in touch with 
the changing outlook of the world, than the 
older pilots of Japanese policy, 
lie is bring- 


ing his country more i n t o line with the new 
trend of world-thinking t h a t has followed the 
war.

that Japan will not in the f u t u r e be so "hard- 
boiled" and defiant to deal with.

each year. One viio can grasp such big figures 
is not apt to become conceited about his in- 
dividual "importance.'' 


And in the lung run, after the desert sands 


have covered up civili/uilions as they decline 
and vanish one after the other, the whole of 
man's existence can be summed up in the 
gig- 


antic statistics of h u m a n deaths. 
All roads 


lead to it, no detour.

and tuck race with fuel shortage and all its 
attendant losses and 
distress this winter. 


President Stone was right when he said the 
condition of the country demands a settlement, 
right 
now. 


_ Of course there is no agency to which the 


public can appeal to force a settlement. 
Nei- 


ther side seems willing to trust the only body 
of judicial character that is in touch with rail- 
roading to get a square deal, and the machin- 
ery of mutual adjustment seems almost to 
have broken clown. 


Nevertheless, the United States must have 


and will have coal this winter. We must have 
and will have transportation. Even if it means 
taking the roads away from 
their 
present 


owners, and definitely and irrevocably separat- 
ing all the present strikers from their jobs, 
we must have railroad service. We hope it will 
not come to that, but if there is no other way 
even such drastic measures are preferable to 
starvation and freezing. 
And that is what we 


are vapidly coming to face in the railroad situ- 
ation. 
The thing has gone about as far as it 


safely may. 
It is up to the vast majority of 


us who depend upon the railroads and control 
the country to assert ourselves and see to "our 
own safety, jeopardized by the quarrels of two 
minority groups.

of "killed in line of duty" has been 
returned by the board of army offi- 
cers which investigated the d'entli of 
Lieut. Col Paul Ward Beck at the 
hands of Judge Jemi P. Day of Okla- 
homa City following a coroner's in- 
quest at which Judge Day admitted 
the nrrny 'officer was killed by a 
shot from Day's gun which was dis- 
c-barged during, a. struggle between 
the two men. Day testified that he 
had come home and discovered Bock 
attacking Mrs. Day. 


The report of the board of officers 


is very voluminous and covers the 
testimony of practically every per- 
son known to hnve hru!> any connec- 
tion with the case. It finds there is 
nothing in the facts of the case or 
the testimony of the witnesses called 
to , provp that Beck w,as guilty of 
conduct reflecting upon his honor. 


Ordered on Fatal Trip 


The finding of death "in line of 


duty" is based upon several consider- 
ations. The first of these is the fact 
that Beck's presence- in Oklahoma 
City was authorized, he having been 
up on an official flight, ordered by 
the proper nrmy authorities. The se- 
cond point dealt with Beck's presence 
in the Day home. The board holds 
there was nothing improper in Beck's 
presence there, inasmuch as he- had 
been invited1 formally to an entertain- 
ment or gathering there.

Predicts that Elaine Will be Wet 


Before Primaries in Speech 


at Milwaukee 


Condemnation of th'e 
republican 
party in Wisconsin, "for neglecting 
the welfare of the state and devoting 
its "attention to factional fighting;" 
pledge to cut state taxes 25 per cent 
by eliminating employes whose wor.k 
is duplicated by others, and adop- 
tion of an intelligent budget system 
at Madison, were features of the ad- 
dress by Mayor A. A. Bentley. La 
Crosse. candidate for the democratic 
nomination for governor, at Bohem- 
ian Turn hall, in Milwaukee. 


Referring to the legislative ses- 


sions at Madison, Mayor Bentley de- 
clared that "most of the time is spent 
In trying to keep the other faction 
from doing anything to help their 
eide win the next election."^ 


Mayor Bentley received most ap- 


plause from his small audience for 
his' .statements on the liquor ques- 
tion. 
He favored 
the 
referendum 


proposed irr'rhe democratic platform, 
saying that if a majority of the peo- 
ple Approve, .the prohibitory law 'it 
will be much easier to enforce it. 
He declared that there is doubt in 
the minds of the people whether a 
majority 'favor the law. Prohibition 
is'an industrial question, he said. He 
deplored tbe loss to laboring people 
of their beer. 
Applause greeted the 


statement that prohibition was "put 
over as a profiteering stunt." 
He 


termed R. . p. Mutton, head of the 
Wisconsin Anti-Saloon league, as the 
"people's .greatest enemy." and said 
that tbe.-law. was passed during war 
conditions .and that 
anyone 
who 


questioned it then "was accused of 
being disloyal." 


. Mayor Bentley said he stood for 


law enforcement and that if a ma- 
jority of the people voted dry 
he 


would be dry. 
He declared that, to 
be.branded dry in Wisconsin will be 
a "disgrace" for all time, as it stands 
for denial of the right of the ma- 
jority to rule. 
He made the pre- 
diction 'that the Volstead law will be 
the paramount issue in 
1924 and 
that Blaine will change his position 
and come out wet before the pri- 
mary. 
He predicted Elaine's defeat 


unless this change is made. 
He de- 


clared that chemical analysis instead 
of-an act of congress should deter- 
mine when liquor is intoxicating. 


• He -closed with an appeal to demo- 


crats to stay in their own primaries 
and not-to take part in the republi- 
can factional fight. He will speak 
Wednesday night at South Side ar- 
mory, 612 First avenue.
